It happen ed m the town of Eri« >, Pa., 
win re Horace spen t a great part of his 
boy hood. The la« l was u n u su ally preco­ 
ciou s an d at the age of 10 y ears was 
eon sidt roi the prodigy of the town . H«» 
was a great reader au d eagerly dev ou red 
an y thin g in the way of u sefu l literatu re 
that came in his way . His father was a

was the boy ’s lov e of stu dy an d ambi­ 
tion !or kn owledge that he u sed to v isit 
by stealth an old n eighbor who possessed 
i han dsome an d fin ely stocked library .

The old man was silen t fora momen t 
an d then bu rst ou t lau ghin g.

Tin re were v ery few white people in 
Wiscon sin territory in its early day s, 
tho popu lation bein g con fin ed to the 
military posts, t ie mission ary an d trail­ 
in g station s, an d the lead min in g re 
gion s in the sou thwesb rn part of the 
territory . 
The min ers were of two 
classes, men who worked the min es all 
the y ear rou n d an d men who came u p 
from tho Illin ois cou n try in the sprin g 
an d worked u n til the fall, when they 
retu rn ed to their prairies an d grov es. 
The min ers who were perman en t dwell­ 
ers in the region didn ’t bother to pu t u p 
cabin s or ev en hu ts. 
In fact, material 
for su ch dwellin gs was n ot abu n dan t. 
They simply « lu g holes in the sides of 
the hills largo en ou gh to giv e them 
room to sleep an d cook in . 
Nowaday s 
those bu rrows wou ld perhaps be called 
du gon ts, bu t as they closely resembled 
the su bterran ean homes of the badgers 
they were promptly called badger holes, 
an d the min ers who occu pied them were 
called badgers. 
“ An y on o who cares to tramp throu gh 
that part of Wiscon sin today will come 
u pon <leep ex cav ation s in the rocks— 
regu lar qu arry holes bearin g ev ery ev i­ 
den ce of hav in g been made lon g ago.

min ers di« i their hillside bu rrows. 
“ Owin g to the similarity of tho mi­ 
gration s of these qu arry min ers to those 
of that familiar fish which goes u p 
» stream in fin * sprin g an d down again in 
the fall, they soon became kn own as 
su ck« *rs, an d their pits in the rocks were 
called su ckiT holes. 
In the cou rse of 
y ears the n ames badger au d su cker came 
to b«s applied to the en tire people of 
Wiscon sin an d Illin ois. 
Man y of the 
origin al badgers an d su ckers became the 
leadin g citizen s of their respectiv e lo­ 
calities an d helped make the cou n trv ’s 
history . When Wiscon sin was admitted 
to tin * Un ion , the badger was pla« v d on 
her coat of aims in recogn ition of this 
fact, an d it was from the min ers who 
cju arried in tie* rocks of Wiscon sin thar 
Illin ois got her n ame of the Su cker 
State.”

“ The coldest storms of winter do not 
troub le them ,” 
he says, 
“ for their 
thick, 
shaggy coats 
are windpn f. 
During the heav y snows and b lizzards 
they climb the hills, and turning their 
b reasts to the wiud defy the storm. 
They feed where the snow is thinnest. 
Cattle are driv en b efore a storm and 
will often go with a wind 60 or 
100 
miles from the accustomed range unless 
they reach a sheltered spot. Horses turn 
their hacks to a storm, b ut the b uff aloes 
face it ev ery time. 
They seem to keep 
m ab out the same condition of flesh the 
year round and are as good eating in 
the spring a*, they are m the fall, and a 
b uffalo steak is ab out as line a morsel 
as ev er a man made a meal of.

000 lor the lot. Marehiel Pab lo, a well 
known cattleman, has joined nu> in the 
b usiness and for the past year has had 
entire charge of them, so that I do not 
know just exactly how many wo hav e— 
ab out 1 10, 1 should judge, now, and b y 
next fall there will he fully 
200 of 
them. 
“ Wo hav e experimented in crossing 
b uffalo with all b reeds of cattle, and 
the results are most satisfactory. 
The 
Polled Angus sLick win*u crossed with 
tie* b uffalo produces a magnificent am 
mal. 
The fur is finer and closer than 
that of the b uffalo, and the meat is 
sweet and wholesome. 
We are produc 
iug as many of these animals as possi­ 
b le, b ut will not put any on the market 
for severa l yea rs v et. We are not selling 
any b uffalo eitlier, for the reason that 
we need them ali at present. 
We re­ 
ceiv e letters ev ery day from museums, 
parks and shows wanting them in all 
quantifits, and though we might dis 
pose of one or two singly we 
h a ve no 
pairs to sell. 
“ A good b uffalo hide is worth $100 
now in th** market, and heads b ring 
from $200 r > $300 when mounted, and 
the v alue of these is steadily increasing, 
so that b uffalo b reeding is as good an 
inv estment as real estate. 
<)ur herd is 
ab out the only one I know 
of any 
size. 
There is a small one in the Texas 
panhandle, and these, with the few 
that roam in the national park, are the 
sole remnants of the thousands which 
reamed the prairies b ut a few* years 
ago. ” — Anaconda <Mou.)
